to 


S-3.25, 
Bears in wheat were quick to take 


advantage of fear that the British 
strike would brin* about heavy de- 
lay and curtailment of export busi- 
ness. 
Houses with seaboard con- 


nections bought on the resulting de- 
clines, but rallies due to this fact 
proved brief except when the coal 
strike outlook became less threat- 
ening. 
Failure of agricultural in-

BLIND PERSON READS THE VOICE 


JASTROW TELLS HEARERS FRIDAY 


"A blind person isn't so badly off 


because he can read the pleasure 
joy, the sorrow and grief in your 
voice," sajd Prof. Joseph Jastrow 
in hi-s illustrated lecture on "Emo 
tions" held Friday afternoon in Bas- 
com hall. 


"The blind person's attitude of at- 


tention is rather slouching, w 
head hung, for he is not accustomec 
to associate attention with looking 
The majority of persons are go.usec 
to associating looking with attention 
that when a phonograph is played 
they will turn around to look at 
the machine," said Professor Jas- 
trow. 


The speaker showed that the 


greatest emotion in the human be- 
ing is in tihe face, and of the face, 
the mouth expresses most decidedly 
the emotions. In animals, emotion 
is expressed in every .part of the 
body. 
Slides showing a cat with 


arched back, a dog snarling with 
teeth bared and head extended in- 
dicated the form this emotion takes. 


•Dog's Tail Expresses Emotion 
"The organ of expression must be 


relieved from oCher functions. For 
example, a dog's tail is his emo- 
tional appendage because he has no 
other use for it. If the tail were 
necessary to climb with, it would 
not be used to express emotion," de- 
dared Professor Jastrow in point- 
ing out the evolution of certain 
methods of expressing emotion in 
animal and man. As an example he 
said the dog snarls and shows his 
teeth. Man shows his teeth but the 
emotion becomes a sneer. 


"The idea that animals use all 


of the body in expressing the emo- 
tions is continued in man. For ex- 
ample, young children are unable to 
sit ojiiet and be attentive in school. 


Face Very Emotional 


"The expression of emotions is 


very 
complex and 
involves 
the 


muscles of the face, and the'respira- 
tion and circulatory systems. The 
muscles of the rn-outh are the most 
important in early childhood, a little 
later the muscles of the eye, as in 
expressing 
surprise, 
and finally 


parts of the face, such as the fore- 
head. Closing of the eyes is a pro- 
tective reaction, while the wrinkling 
of the nose in a baby of seven days 
when 
something disagreeable is 


placed below its apse shows an in- 
stinctive and physiological reaction 
of distaste. 
The chi-ld does not 


learn that, nor do you need to learn 
to smile, for it is an instinctive ex- 
pression of emotion." 


The slides accompanying the lec- 


ture made it possible to see the evo- 
lution of emotions in animal and 


.n. 
Many of these illustrations 


re from Darwin.' The majority 


of the pictures were of children, as 
at is far easier to read_ the emotions 
of children than it" is of mature 
jeople who consider it good form to 
conceal tie emotions. Prof. Jastrow' 
>ointed out the extreme exaggera- 
:ion 
and ' conventionalizing of 
the 


emotions displayed v/ the actor,

NORTH DAKOTA TAXES 


C 


OLONEL McCOY is telling Wisconsin people that: 


"TWENTY-SEVEN PER CENT is the increase in taxe 


i in North Dakota. And it is ever mounting." 


The Department of Commerce of the Census Bureau ha*, 


issued a pamphlet showing comparative taxation in 191S for th 
several states. There is given the assessed valuation of prop 
erty, the per capita assessment, the rate of levy, and the tota 
and the per capita levy. 


In Wisconsin the rate of levy on the estimated true valu 


in mills is 2.56, and in North Dakota 1.08. 


The per capita special and general property tax levy in Wis 


consin is 4.53, and in North Dakota 2.27. 


If taxes in North Dakota had increased only twenty-seven 


per cent., the farmer-labor party of that state would have mad 
a miraculous record. 


Wisconsin state taxes in 1918 amounted to $5,087,447, in 


1919 they were $14,055,723, an increase of $8,968,276. This 
is an increase of 176 per cent. North Dakota taxes in 1918 were 
$1,690,155, in 1919 were $3,676,039, an increase of $1,985,884 
this is an increase of 118 per cent. Minnesota taxes increased 
from 1918 to 1919,136 per cent. 


The taxes in North Dakota per capita, not including the sol 


diers' bonus tax, were $3.56, in Minnesota $4.74, in Nebraska 
S5.6S, in Colorado $4.85, in South Dakota $4.90, in Wisconsin 
$2.77. 


In considering the matter of state taxation it is all import- 


ant to consider what a state government does for the people. 
North Dakota is carrying out a great program of democratic re- 
form. It owns and operates a big flour mill at Drake which pays 
its fanners MORE than they can get anywhere else for wheat 
and other grain and sells them flour and feed at prices LESS 
than can be obtained anywhere else. 


This is only one thing that the North Dakota government 


is' doing for the fanners, all of which must be considered in 
judging whether taxes are really high or low.
